4g) (vi) A representative appointed by of the Police

Chiefs Association of Nebraska;-

(vii) A representative of the Nebraska branches of the

National Association for the Advancement of Colored People; and

(viii) A representative of the Minority Justice Committee

of the Supreme Court and Nebraska State Bar Association.

(3) The committee shall meet and organize within thirty
days after the appointment of the members. The committee shall

meet quarterly semiannually at a time and place to be fixed by the

committee. Special meetings may be called by the chairperson or at
the request of two or more members of the committee.

(4) The committee shall advise the executive director
of the commission in the conduct of his or her duties regarding

the review required pursuant to subsection (6) of section 20-504,

provide an analysis of the review, and make policy recommendations

with respect to racial profiling.
